Wa wait fopc’bly reminded of the appoeitnero of 
trie tr.i« adage that “a l> well stuck to is as food

hare [alluding to the proprietor of the Conner] 
is the ion of a German. ” The aame thing haa 
been asserted and re-o*aerted repeatedly during 
the las: ten or twelve years, by sundry newspa- 
pers. too contemptible to be noticed, by German 
papers, and by insignificant stump speaker*, and 
or we have never publicly contradicted the etote- 
ment, many person*, including the editor* of the 
D.Mx raf, we presume, have taken it for granted 
that such was the fact When all arguments 
would tail these haters of Americanism, the as- 
sertion that wo were the “son of a foreigner," and 
t here fore had no right to advocate principles we 
believed necessary to preserve and jierpetuate 
the inestimable privilege we enjoy, was consid- 
ered as a “#*ttUr." Even were we the “son of 
a foreigner." or even w ere we of foreign birth, 
we cannot understand why we should be any the 
tee* an American, for we cannot conceive why it 
ahoutd be considered any discredit to a foreigner 
to be true to hi* ode pted country. 

In order lo effectively “nail to the counter" the 
off-repeated falsehood, wc can. we imagine, show 
as dev a record of nativity as any of those who 
abuse us can boast Our father, grandfather and 
great-grandfatlter on the father's side, were bom 
near Hamsburgh. Pa., and our ^Tand father on 
the mothers aide was a native of ! ancestor coun- 
ty, Pa. Our great-grandfather w as one among 
the first who volunteered in the war against Eng- 
land. Returning home, suffering from a severe 
wound received in one of the first engagements, 
he immediately sent our grandfather and hit 
twin-brother, then boys of only Miteen years, to 
the bei.l. The latter died from the effects of a 
wound received in battle, and the former (lroni 
whom we had the honor of receiving our name) 
served during the entire war. quitting the service 
wuh the rank of Surge ant He died at Newark. 

Ohio, about four years ago, haring attained the 
green old age of93 years During the revolutionary 
war hr participated in no leas than fourteen of its 
hardest-fought battle*! To give a more detailed 
history of the incidents of his life and the trials 
and difficulties through w hich he passed, we may 
he permitted to copy from the Newark (O.) Ad- 
rertuar, the following extract* from the funeral 
eermou delivered over his remains It will, we 
feel assured . be read with interest, if only as an 
historical narrative:

SERMON. 

Wilth XswnsK, the subject of this discourse, 
vu bora of t jenna u parentage, in Lancaster county, 
Penn , Sept 27. 1756. Hi- father was tbe first 
Suerifl of hi- native county. When the call was 
mile far volaiteer* to defend the colonies against 
the oppression of the mother country, his tather 
«uly obeyed that call, and was in one of the first 
battles fought between the infant colonies and tbe 
mother country, in which be received a wound, and 
had tc return Lome Upon coming home, be sent 
bi» two son i, twin broth n>. between 16 and 1 7 years 
of age, to tbe tented field, in his place. Wsltcrwas 
t Acu fl at as a cook to a captain; tbe other brother 
wa, saoa in a hot engage-meat, where be received a 
wound, from which he never recovered. Walter was 
soon transferred from h:s first post te that ol tbe 
regular and active service. 

Rome months ago I took from hi- own Ups an ac- 
count of hi* former trials aud sufferings, but I found 
his memory ex- eedingly defective. Col. Davidson 
w* t more forusnatc than myself in obtaining a fol'er 
And more accurate suooantol the cempai n through 
wai.ih lie passed. The Colonel has kiud'y furnished 
me with his notes, an abstract of which I shall nse 
At the present occasion. I need not give tbe full 
details, the historian has done this; and tbe bare 
mestioa of the engagements be wee in will recall to 
the memory of every one tne attendant cireum- 
atanoas He was in tbe battles of Long Island. 
Briudysiue, Paoli, Germantown. Red Ranks. Mon 
south, ator miner of Ktouy Point. Springfield. Cam- 
dt«. C -wptn«.Gm ford Coart -bouse, Kutaw Spring*, 
sad at York town when Lord Ct rnwnlli* made a sur- 
render ot bis forces to General Was ington. 

#’ rom this enemrraUon it will be seen that he was 
in tbe hardest battles of the campaign He was in 
camp at the time of the news — to them, heart cheer- 
ing newa— reached them that Congress made the 
Daclarauon of Independence, and participated in tbe 
joy of that occaoi ou — an occasion long to be re- 
numbered. 

He wai for more than eix years intbe regular ser- 
vice. and three year* in the southern army, and 
t bored largely in tbe sufferings incident to those 
“times that tried men's souls" — suffering* that we 
can form bat v.-ry little conception of. Tbe country 
was divided in opinion upon tbe subject of tbe revo- 
lution; many took part against it; and. in fact, in 
tbe booth, tbe people were near I v equally divided in 
aenUmeat: one part flocked to the standard of our 
e ay straggling for liberty apvunst fearful odds, and 
t‘oe other to the royal arm varying to maintain what 
they thought were the rights of tbe crown. If the 
country bad rallied to a man, to our army, it would 
have been tar different from what it was. He was 
l* the army w lien they were tracked over the frost 
and aoow by tbe blood that came from their bare, 
troxeu, and lacerated feet O r army whs not al- 
ways eictorioi*. but was often defeated, and then 
they had to make forced marches; and on one oc- 
ca.i m.-tfay were under a forced march from GuB- 
fo.d Court-house, for four days and nights, without 
food or rest. Pmally. on this bead, b was present 
at Yorktown. - hen victory finally pc robed upon tbe 
American banner — when tbe Bon of England 
quailed before the American eagle, and the tree 
of lib rty shot its branches high up into the 
fa* -ens and struck it* r ots deep into our soil 
Tite company to which Mr. Newman belonged at 
first numbered fifty brave and hardy men. bm now, 
when they were disbanded, numbered only fifteen— 
thirty -five ha 1 falleu by death in the open field, or 
by di* rose. Tue whole fifteen, when they were dit- 
cher -cl, had not clothing enough to have clad one 
mtu. They wer? literally without clothes, money, 
and had nooeof the mean- of life Friends they had 
aow many. AU hearts were now open, and all hands 
lijeroi in snpplying their wants. Brave men' God 
undertook their caaae. and I mght tbeir bs'tlo* for 
them' After the sound of the spirit -stirring drum 
and the booming eannon bad been bushed into si- 
lence by the voice of panes, and the eagle had 
spread its broad pinions over onr happy land, Mr. 
Ncwinan returned to enjoy tbe blessing of his pa- 
rent*, and th»- liberties for which be bud fought 
habseqaentiy be married and settled in Western 
Virginia, iu oi near Point Pleasant . sod from there 
be m'-ved to Gall polis and established tbe first hotel 
kept by an American eitisen in that place. After 
having li'od for several year* in Gallia county. h< 
rempyed into Kmifield county, and from there to this 
pise-, when he has fiuisbed hie days. 

Tuere are many things in the history of Mr New- 
man , though only a private citizen, that may in- 
•tract us to-day. let. Hi* patriotism He was a 
soldier of the American revolution, one of those 
rare men that counted not tbeir live* dear unto 
thouadves. but freely made an offering of them- 
selves for their country aad tbeir country’s - ausc. 
Iu those time*, when there are so many conflicting 
interest* and so much is said about tbe North am3 
tbe booth, as i bough we were two distinct and sepa- 
rate nation*, how instructive to stand over the bier 
of oas who tought in the North and in tbe Sontli’ 
Hr did not fight tor the N-ntb. aor for the Booth , 
he kaew no such disttncti-i’i-; but he fought for the 
whole country. North and K>tt1h. The heroes •! 
thr Aineri'aa revolution l ad but one interest to 
serve, and that was the -n-- great interest— the free- 
dom of the American p- opS — ami under God thej 
secured It It is true, neaify at! of those brave and 
good men bar? f itai. and only one now and then is 
left They are falling like tbe leave* of in'nmr. 
God aae-ns t* have eparod some of them aa tbe ce- 
Bneut of tbe uation Who could think of renting the 
aaiioa while one of tbeue men live’ and 1 am sun 
tifct oar coantry will never be divided by those who 
have a jam appnriaiion of tb* valor and suffering* 
af tbe men who fought for and obtained oar inde 
pendenoe. I do aio»t sincerely hope and pray that 
the alar* And stripe* that now enfold tbe remains of 
the d c sa n d will continue to wave over our roun 
try as it now is. one and undivided, forever. 

He appear* no ires couopicuous as a citizen He 
loved to enjoy and perpetuate the liberties for 
which he had fought. Hence -he was always, when 
able, careful to give an expression of hi* sentiments 
ni the baflot-bss. I have no svmpsthy for the con 
duci of some of oat eitizer,* who manifest so little 
interest In the affairs of the on-. try, aa to never or 
eoi tom give an ezp ru aa i -.t. of tiie.r-- otimentssl the 
p«Us. I do not pretend to ny h.or men ought to 
vote, hut 1 do any that i ary isa tn this republic 
ehoaid be careful to gu*;<i ««b » ; the movements 
of tbe country; aud to this end fie should well 
know its interest, and not loin ibeoe blood -bought 
interest* to o lew deBgniug heamgegwe* 
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Again, Mr. Newman wa> a staunch t mperance 
mm; and he has said what but very few of hi* co- 
temporaries could say: he never was dtunk. and 
never saw one of bis family drunk. How afflicting 
it U to every human heart to see those brave men 
who stood up and fought oar buttles for us in ’lie 



could not conquer nor British gold corrupt, fall be- 
neath the power of king alcohol, and drag out the 
remnant of their days his slaves and vassals' But 
here is one who was never brought under the yoke 
of ttii* foul tyrant; and 1 do hope aud pray that the 
time may soon come when none of onr race will 
be subject to hi* iron rule. 

Mr. Nvwman was a Christian. For more than 
sixty -five year* be was in the communion of the 
ebureb — twenty year* in tbe Lutheran Church, and 
more than forty-five in tbe Methodist Episcopal 
church. As a Christian, be loved all the mean* of 
grace the church afforded, and. when in hie power, 
be was. 1 am informed, careful to enjoy them. Slice I 
became bis pastor 1 frequently visited him.and always 
found him ready and waiting tbe coming of his Lord. 
He loved to read the Holy K ripture*. Often have I 
gone into bis hom-e when he did not see me, and 
would find him reading the Holy Volume. He died 
aa he lived, a good man; and now be “ rests from 
hi* labors, aud bis works do follow .•’ Although 
many may mourn their loss, they mourn not a* 
those who have no hope May we' all so live a* to 
meet him in the skies ’ Amen. 

Who, after reading the above, will again ques- 
tion our right and duty to do everything in our 
power toward tbe preservation of the priceless 
liberties and privileges we enjoy, and which were 
s< -cured at such a cost of privation, suffering and 
blood T If nativity is the test, who has a better

Mngular AdvertiKemenlk. 

“ Le: me,’* said Montaigne, “ make the bal- 
lads of a jieople, and you may make their laws." 
There i* doubtless much excellent sense in this 
remark, but there seems to na a* much philoso- 
phy in judging of a nation by their advertise- 
ments as by their ballads. The American* are a 
nation of advertisers; the newspaper is to us the 
earliest nereeaity of civilization; “the click of 
our rifle is succeeded by that of the types, and 
the roar of our eannon is followed by the roll of 
the pres*." The immense number of newspapers 
scattered over the country affords to every one an 
opportunity to display hi* capacity for plaring 
hit; self or hia business before the public, and 
thi* opportunity is embraced in a variety of whim- 
sical way*. A careful study of the advertise- 
ments in any particular locality will give us an 
admirable idea, not only of tbe wants and desire* 
of the community where they are published, but 
will aleo tell us something of the character of the 
population. The English and French newspa- 
per* frequently contain advertisement!, of a char- 
acter sufficiently astonishing A certain M. 
Eugene Foy has long had an announcement oc- 
cupying a prominent place in a French paper, 
informing the public that he atill continues the 
busines* of Varna ge Broker: that he has been 
enabled to form many thousand* of happy con- 
nections; that he can provide wealth, beauty, 
talent, family or influence for any gentleman or 
lady wishing to find them united in a partner for 
1 fe; that he ha* a large number of applicants on 
his book: that his term* are cheap and easy; 
and, finally, that hi* inviolable secrecy may be 
relied upon by all who will fovor him with their 
custom. Appended to this are a number of Want*, 
from clients of M Foy. describing the requisites 
which the advertiser w ould find in a partner for 
hie. This material and unromantic method of 
dealing with the delicate subject of matrimony 
would hanlly find countenance in the United 
States. A slip taken from a recent St. Louis pa- 
per affords a pleasing contrast to the matter-of- 
fact style of th; French publication. It is per- 
haps necessary tosay that this is a Iona fide ad- 
vertisement. and that the lady in question really 
felt the interest she protesse*: 

M sNTBi) to Know — Who the gentleman was 
that attended tbe concert of the Campbell Min- 
strels on last Friday night and took a seat on 
the left side benches of the hall, about twenty 
pews from tbe entrance door*. He van a tall, 
handsome man — wore a grey plush cap — a 
small white band — black hair and whiskers, his 
hair lying lightly and richly around hi* head, and 
his carriage and attitude graceful and nonchalant 
in the extreme. He rarely smiled during the 
evening and gave his attention to the musical 
performance only The information of hi* name 
and place of residence, is desired of us by a lady 
who feels much interest in the appearance of the 
gentleman. She did not see his face but thinks 
it probable it was a handsome one — however, 
whether handsome or not, she is ready to avow 
that tbe gentleman's figure, hand, hair and gen- 
eral air would more than atone for tbe most pos- 
sible fault* of countenance. 

If the gentleman does not belong to this city 
be need not apply. 

We regret that we are unable to inform our 
reader* whether or not the lady's laudable curi- 
osity was gratified. We will wager a trifle that 
the author of the following, which we clip from 
an English patter, will do all that she propose* and 
further; that she is a plump and buxom damsel, 
quite as capable of driving away an attack of tbe 
blue devils aaof preparing a posset l or nursing a 
baby: “Wanted by a young lady, aged 19.of pleas- 
ing countenance . good figure, and agreeable man- 
ner*, general information and varied accomplish- 
ments. who has studied every thing, from the 
creation to crotchet, a situation in the family of a 
gentleman She will take the head of the table, 
manage his household, scold his servants, nurse 
his babies (wLen they arrive) check his trades- 
men s|6i lls, accompany him to the theatre, cut 
the leaves ol his new books, sew on his buttons, 
warm his slippers, and generally make hi* mis- 
erable life happy. Apply in the first place by 
letter to Louise Caroline, Linden Grove, and af- 
terward* to papa, upon the premises. Wedding 
ring No. 4, small. No Irish need apply.” 

If Louise Caroline were an American, we 
should fear from the last clause of her advertise- 
ment that she “had seen 8am." There is an 
evident Know-Nothing tendency in that closing 
sentence. 

In the same newspaper we find an announce- 
ment signed G. T — n, which reads as follows; 
“De** Carolina, send me your address and you 
shall have any thing and every thing you wish." 
We hope the Caroline here addressed may prove 
to be the author of the former advertisement, in 
which ease Mr. G. T — n has our hearty con- 
gratulations. There is an evident struggle to 
keep up appearances on the part of the legal gen- 
tleman who publishes the following in the London 
Time*. “Wanted, a boy in an attorney's office, 
when' (if lie can write a tolerable hand) he will 
have a good opportunity of improving his con- 
dition; but in such service be would be required 
te attend to the lamp*, clean boots and knives, 
aud make himself generally useful.'* Is not 
this a rather severe apprenticeship for a young 
gentleman who desires to procure a seat on the 
woolsack. 

An Indiana paper publishe> the follow ing mys- 
terious notice, which is certainly worthy of a 
place in an article of this character. Neither K. 
N.'s nor S. N.'s have yet offered a parallel mye- 
tery to this of the Black Hawks.

The B ar in the* East. 

The latest news from the seat of war in the 
East represents no progress on the part of the 
allies If there is any change, that change ap- 
pear* to be in favor of the Russians. Their 
sortie on the French on the 22d of March was 
little less than a victory. Every despatch from 
the seat of war represent* the allies as suffering 
severely from these sorties, and, by their own re 
ports, they are doing little else than repairing th 
disasters occasioned by their enemies and prepar 
mg to make an attack at some future time. This 
prepara'ion has engaged them ever since Sevas- 
topol was invested, and as it is yet incomplete, it 
is fair to presume that they have never made an 
exhibition of what they can do. The world has 
waited many months with feverish anxiety to 
know that the preparation for the war was com 
pletc and that its performance was about to coin 
uience. But the “stage still waits;" one act alone 
has been passed, and the prominent feature of 
that act was the charge of the six hundred. As 
the curtain rolled down over that scene the au 
dience deeply sympathised with the aggressors 
and hoped w r hen it rose again to see justice duly 
served out to those who had caused the popula 
party such suffering. Since then, the noise of 
preparation ha* been heard behind the scenes 
the manager has appeared at intervals “in front 
and asked the indulgence of a waiting audience 
until his preparation* were completed; while 
every now and then it transpires, that company 
after company is being struck off the roll, in con 
sequence of their very eagerness t j “ get ready. 

Laying aside all metaphor what, in feet, ha 
the allied army accomplished! Nothing, 
worse than nothing. Hundreds and thousands of 
brave men have been sacrificed, not only by the 
opposing army, but by yet more fearful and in 
glorious foes — by disease and want. And what 
has led to all this profligate waste of blood and 
treasure 7 For England, it has been the desire to 
possess herself of the advantages of the com 
merce of the whole East; for France, or rather 
for the Emperor of France, the necessity to di 
vert the attention of the people from the absolu 
.ism of the government, to furnish that excite- 
ment in war which in peace would have endan 
gered the throne, and ultimately so to entangle 
England in the alliance as to hope to make her 
t ibutary to the glory of France. Whether 
cither of these designs will be accomplished does 
not depend w holly on ths issue of the w ar. The 
ostensible object, that of assistance to Turkey, 
has never been considered as otherthan a specious 
and ridiculous excuse. Will the nations, whose 
hearthstones are made desolate by this vain 
glorious desire for personal aggrandisement 
the part of their governments, longer submit to 
the inglorious progress of this w ar! The Eng 
lish people have alrealy begun to murmer; al- 
ready they begin lo ask how they are to be ad 
vantaged in this struggle . T < ey sec their friends, 
their children, their brothers mow ed down by dis- 
ease. by inefficiency, or by the armed legions of 
those to whom they owe no personal hostility, and 
they murmur at their fate and wish for peace on 
almost any terms. The people of France, seeing 
that their eagles are not marching to victory with 
the triumphant step of old, and feeling that the 
glory of their arms is not enhanced by the con 
test, and wondering if their ill luck is not the re 
suit of their alliance with an old and bitter ene 
my, are saddened and disbe&rted, and begin t 
talk of their rulers as if they doubted their cap 
city for the proud place they hoid. To still th 
murmurs and to divert these fears the one 
eminent hopes to make peace at Vienna, wh< 
peace will never be made; the other gove 
talks of goir.g to the Crimea, where he n 
mean* to go. To redeem its honor is the w 
of the government, to achieve glory for his ar 
is that of the governor But as yet neither w 
has even approximated its completion. And 
as the latest news seems to indicate, Pru 
bring* her half million of soldiers to the aid of 
million and a half of Russia, that wish does i 
seem likely soon to be cemph ted. In this I 
event the war must go on. The congress 
Vienna has settled two proposition. It has 
tied the principles which are to govern the adu 
istration of the Principalities and the navi gat 
of the Danube; but the main que.stions- 
prepondcrance of Russia in the Black Sea 
the nature of the rights to be secured by t 
Porte to the Christian subjects — are yet u 
settles 7 . To settle these question* will doubtl 
be r. difficult matter; for how they can be settl 
without deliberate compromise or by the submi 
sipn of one party to the terms required by the 
other, is not easily to be seen. 

And while thi - congress sits at a convenient 
distance, arguing these points, thousands of the 
allied troops are dying in trenches and tents, 
cursing with their latest breath the arbiters of 
their fate, while Omar Pacha, the leader of the 
Turks, in whose behalf such wrong* are done, 
having landed at Eupatoria with thirty-five th 
sand men, is surrounded on the land side by 
superior Russian force, and nothing saves his 
army from annihilation but that it is encamped 
under the range of the gun* of the British fleet 
He has demanded assistance from the allies, and it 
is refused They may well refuse, for they have no 
force* to spare. 

All this while the Czar is making extraordinary 
efl'.rts for the vigorous prosecution of the war. 
Little hope is left that peace can be concluded 
except u;»on terms of humiliation or of dishonor 
to the allies. And yet it is understood that M. 
de I/Huys, the French Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, carries with him from his recent trip to 
England, as the main part of the ultimatum, a 
proposition for the destruction of Sevastopol. 

It is asserted on goo 1 authority that he is instruct 
el to insist that the erection of forts at Sinope 
aad Varna would be but a source of future 
trouble, instead of a solid counterbalance to Rus- 
e an power in the Euxine, and instead of prop o 
e ng that the Black Sea shall be open to ships cf 
war of all nations, he will offer to shut it up en 
lirely by treaty against the navies of the whole 
world, leaving it free as a commercial lake for 
m?rchantmen only. 

In view of this position of affairs and of the 
waste of life and of treasure already made by 
the allies, what is to be expected! There is no 
room for a treaty of peace, and if the war be 
continued, where is the hope foT the success of 
the allies! If that success is to be argued from 
what has already been effected, that hope must 
be indied feeble. If, when the long-talked-of 
preparations are completed, anything is don 
circumstaure* may change. But if, as it is rea 
sonable to suppose, this war is to be conducted 
as it has heretofore been conducted, then dis 
asters at home will overtake the allies to which 
those abroad are insignificant. The people of 
England will demand redress from their govern 
ment in terras not to be treated with derisioi 
or passed by with contempt; and the pee- 
France will take redress upon thei 
such as they have taken upon more th. 
predecessors. And if England and ! 
to conduct and manage feuds and di 
home as well as sanguinary and i 
war* abroad, their position among nation* 
enviable.

\ ■ ,t *on end last night the city 

was visited by much thp severest storm of the 
season; one, indeed, quite as violent as we re- 
collect of having witnessed for many years. \ 
About one o’clock the clouds that had been so ' 
long threatening and promising rain, darkened 
tne sky, and with a few thunderous rolls of up- 
per-air music, commenced the work of refresh- 
ing. At intervals, for near two hours, theTe were 
fine showers, laying the dust in the streets, 
cleaning the pavements, and adding to all the 
visible vegetable life about the city, the greenest 
and freshest and brightest of hues. The atmos- 
phere. however, was but partially cooled, and to- 
ward night there were symptoms of another stonn 
brewing. 

At 7 o'clock the rain stonn began again, ac- 
companied with the most viv'd lightning and 
peals of thunder, that seemed to indicate the 
troth of the old Pagans, who fancied these but 
the echoes of Jove's chariot when he drove across 
the heavenly way. About half-past seven 
o'clock there was a most brilliant and startling 
Hash of lightning, accompanied by thunder that 
wa3 really terrific. The whole face of the north- 
ern heavens was illuminated. The streets in- 
stantaneously glared with more than sun-like ru- 
dience; the eves of the lookers- n were dazzled 
by the rapidity and blinding clfcct of the light, 
while there was a sort of sulphurous taint in the 
air, indicative rather of a subteranean. than ce- 
lestial origin. 

This stroke of lightning took effect upon Pat- 
rick Dumi and John Gray, two Irish laboring 
men, who were sitting on a door step on Water 
street, between Sixth and Seventh. Dunn was 
instantly killed, and Gray prostrat d so helplessly 
and stunned with such violence, that it was some 
time l»e fore he regained thp use of any of his 
faculties. He eventually crawled into Patrick 
Tansy's tavern, on the corner of Seventh. There 
he exhibited some feeble signs ot animation; but 
his left leg was almost entirely paralyzed, while 
he lav in a continual stupor, save when with 
difficulty aroused. Patrick Dunn, who was kill- 
ed, had just arrived as a deck-hand from New 
Orleans 0:1 the steamer Peter Tellon. His broth 
er occompanicd him. and was last evening in 
Portland. 

We visited the scene of this terrible event 
about half-past 9 o’clock. On thp sidewalk, in 
front of where Dunn had been sitting, his lifeless 
body lay, jnst in the posture ii assumed when the 
lightning smote him. The rain was pouring | 
down in the most incessant torrents, running in 
a wild stream across the pavement and over the 
dead man. The flickering gas shed a feeble light, 
showing the dark outline of the body, while occa- 
sionally the fearful lightning dispelled the sur- 
rounding pitchy darkness and lit up the ghastly, 
blackened features and stiffened corpse of the tin 
fortunate. No one had rendered any assistance 
since the accident. The fatal place appeared to 
be shunned by the neighbors, crowds of whom we 
s.svv huddled together in their houses, shuddering 
at the storm. They accounted for their inatten- 
tion by saying that there was no certainty of 
being paid for their services, while some ab- 
stained through superstitious awe. 

At 9 o'clock, when the roar of the elements 
was temporarily lulled, a most beautiful lunar 
r runtime spanned the entire arch of the heavens. 
Perhaps the moon, by this pleasant specimen of 
her artistic ability, was atoning for the darkness

From tho Boston Chronicle of Saturday, we learn ' 
the following particulars of the great fire of Friday | 
last: 

About half past two o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
a tire broke oat in a building on the north pier of 
Battery wharf. No. 3$5 Commercial street, ana al- 
though the alarm was quickly given and the fire de- 
partment was soon on tlie ground, the flames spread 
With alarming rapidity, and in lees than ftif een min- 
utes the fire had made such progress as to render it 
uup;iisible to save the buiidieg or to confine its rav- 
ages even there. The wind was blowing hard from 
the north-west, and seemed to increase as the dames 
I gained headway. The building was 300 feet in 
length and two stories in height, used for storage. 
In the lower part of the building were large quanti- 
ties of salt, beef. pork. etc., while ia the lofts was a 
large quantity of coiton; tbe pork, beef, etc., was 
owned by Harrison Fay, whose loss was full $10,000. 

Mr. Win. Pwightowned a large quantity of cotton 
— about 2,<)00 bales — all of which was lost. There 
wa* also destroyed about 3,000 hogsheads of salt, 
whieh had been" stored in the building. The entire 
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not practised in precisely the 
form in which it is here known, it is yet as fre- 
quent and more excessive, and its patrons and 
supporters are found in every class of society.

Much of the misery and destitution so prevalent 
in that country is attributable to this cause alone. 
At a birth and at a death, at a wedding or a chris- 
tening, drunkenness is as essential a part of the 
duty of a guest as politeness, good-humor or

The completion of this road will 
insure this city a regular *nprlv of eo«! at th - mil i- 
nium price of 12$ cts per bushel. 

The mail train from Chattanooga wa* detained 
abont an hour last nijht at the Christiana Station, 
in consequence of the horning of about t*X> cords 
of cedar wood and the destruction of about 1 30 
yards of the track. It is supposed the wood was 
set on fire by a spark from the locomotive of the 
freight train: the heavy T rails were twisted as 
though they had been made of boon iron. This com- 
pany have recently lost about 1.200 cords of cedar 
wood by accidental sparks. The amount of traffic 
on this "road, considering the s'.ort crop of last year, 
I is quite large. Judging from the amount of rectified 
whisky going to Georgia I should think the natives 
I were preparing for another dry season or the pas- 
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spats, together with the Providence bark <V . H. 
Chandler, which was loading for Cuba, and also 
several small vessels which were loading in the 
'-ont'u dock, hauled into the stream as soon us pos- 
sible, but not until th'-y bud sustained slight damage 
to the rigging or spars. 

The (ire spread with fearful rapidity, enveloping 
the building with a vivid si.ee t of flanv s, sending 
up dense volume.* of smoke, and tilling the air with 
cinders and fragments of ho ning material.

The Mayor of Pairapol, in his official report, 
says : “ I affirm that the greater part of the pau- 
pers of this town owe their misery to the excess 
of drinks, particularly brandy; that almost all the 
disorders and crimes which have come before me 
hive been committed by persons either drunk or

Military Oireratienv Is New Mexico. 

The mail from New Mexico arrived yesterday. 
We have seen letters of a later date from the mil- 
itary stations which give a good many details of 
the army operations, and show that quite a brisk 
war is going on in that region . 

On the 19th uft.the two companies under Col. 
Fauntleroy, met ninety of theUtahs and Apaches 
well armed and mounted, in the U bow -a It h Pass; 
and in the running engagement which followed 
for two miles, killed five L tahs. Two of Adams’ 
Company of Dragoons were slightly wounded. 
Next day they came up with the Apaches, who 
retreated in two * — one under Chacon and 

the other under Hoso. Of these six were killed 
and some prisoners taken. None of the Ameri- 
can force were hurt. In all, eleven Indians were 
killed, two men and s woman and child taxen 
prisoners, and 50 horses captnred. 

The command had returned to Fort Massachu- 
setts, but expected to go to Grand river ou the 
15th inst. 

On the 22nd. as Kit Carson and Lieutenant Ma- 
gruJer, and Captain Williams’ company were 
leaving the Punche Pass, they discovered a party 
of throe Utahs in the distance. They were fol- 
lowed — one of them was wounded, and another 
killed, and the other captnred by Lieutenant Ma- 
gruder, who fired at and wounded him slightly. 
The command, including the battalion of volun- 
teers, under Col. tit. Yrain, was to recruit for 
fifteen days at Fort Massachusetts, and then pro- 
ceed on a second expedition aoainst the Utahs. 

Another letter states that the attack upon Ew- 
ell’s dragoons — an account of whieh was 
given in our extracts from the Santa Fe Gazette 
— was made by Mexicans, from Manzana, and 
not by Indians. They were followed by Lieuten- 
ant Moore, and traced to Manzana next day, be- 
yond which place the trail did not go. After that 
lime, the Alcade's son died of a run sho‘ wound, 
and this led to the conclusion, that the attacking 
party were Mexicans. — Si. Louis Republican. 



as the world has grown older, and civiliza- 
tion advanced, the beautiful ceremonies of 
this occasion have begun to fall into decay. 
The rejoicings and festivities incident to this 
day are fast growing into disuse. Men have 
forgotten, in the eager rush for worldly pelf and 
place, tbeir love for the beauties of Nature and 
for the simple but glorious charms of the woods 
and the fields. The branches of the trees, the 
nosegays and crowns of flowers, gathered before 
the sun-rise and brought home alike to palace 
and cottage, by the dainty fingers of royalty or 
the hard hands of the peasant, are almost forgot- 
ten now. The May-dew is no longer gathered 
at dawn by fair dairsels. in the hope of preserving 
the freshness of their beauty. The only relics of 
May customs in our times are to be found in Eng- 
gland, where Ate Mav-day milking-pail, the 
saturnalia of chimney-sweeps, and tbe occasional 
decoration of horses are still seen. Of the milk- 
pail, Strutt observes : “ The mayings are in some 
part yet kept up by the milk-maids at London 
who go about t he streets, with their garlands and 
music, dancing; but this tracing is a very imper- 
fect shadow of the original sports: for may-poles 
were set up in the streets, with various martial- 
shows, morris-dancing, and other devices, with 
which, and reveling and good cheer, the day passed 
away. At night they rejoiced and lighted up their 
fires.” 

If we are no longer to participate in these fes- 
tivities we may at least recur to them and to tbeir 
history with pleasure Mr. Ell s occupies up- 
wards of fifty quarto pages with May-day cus- 
toms, few only cf which we can find room to 
notice. In an old pamphlet, quoted by him, we 
find the May-pole mentioned in a new and cu- 
rious light We gather from the writer that our 
ancestors held an anniversary assembly on May- 
day, and that the column of May, whence our 
May-pole, was the great standard of justice in the 
Ey-common6 or fields Here it was that the peo- 
ple. if they saw cause, deposed or punished their 
governors, their barons ard their kings. The 
judges’ bough or wand, (at this time discontinued, 
and only faintly represented by a trifling nosegay.) 
and the staff or rod of authority in the civil and 
in the military, (for it was the mace of power and 
the truncheon of the field officer,) are both de- 
rived from hence. A mayor, he says, received 
his name from this May, in the sense of lawful 
power, the crown of disparity was also taken 
from the May, being representative of the garland 
or crown, which, when hung on the top of the 
May, or pole, was the great signal forjeonvening 
the people; the arches of it, which spring from 
the circlet and meet together at the mounJ, or 
round ball, being necessarily 'so formed, to sus- 
pend it to the top of the pole. He also tells of a 
mock-battle custom between youth — the one party 
in winter and the other in spring livery, when 
spring was sure to gs:n the victory. The Puri- 
tans fought a stubborn battle with the May-poles, 
“ those heathenish vanities of superstition and 
wickedness,” and the poles never held up their 
heads again. The last upon record was that in 
May Fair, which was “begged" by Sir Isaac 
Newton, as a stand for his telescope
